Humor that Secretary Hlalno is Willing 
to Compensate the Owners of tho 
Captured Vessels. 

New VmtK, April 10. — A Washing- 
ton despatch says : It is understood 
thai Mr. Blaine has practically agreed 

that in the settlement of the Behring's 

Sea dispute the rights of the Canadian 
vessel owners for compensation for the 
ioss of their vessels, which were seized 
By the United States revenuo cutters, 
shall be admitted. Minister Tapper 
will place the damage at $200,000, and 
this amount, lie feels confident, be will 
be able to secure, us the abandonment of 
Mr. Blaine's contention that Behring's 
Sea is a mare elausain, ami it is only on 
this basis that the British and Canadian 
negotiator will consent to tho sign- 
ing of a treaty, which makes 
the seizures a violation of international 
law, and a money compensation is 
the easiest mode of settlement for this 
government. The claim of tho exclu- 
sive jurisdiction in Behring sea, having 
u - loin d Lq behalf of the United 
Slates, the British government is ready 
to complete with the United States any 
reasonable arrangements for a regula- 
tion of the seal fishery in those waters, 
but not for a prohibition of pelagic seal- 
ing. The regulation is to be restricted 
to whatever provisions indisputable 
facts may show to be essential to a pre- 
servation of the seal herd resorts in 
Bohring sea, but in the proposed' inter- 
national agreement no consideration can 
be given to the revenue interests of the 
I'niti -1 States or the pecuniary interests 
of the lessees of the seal islands, such 
Consideration lying entirely beyond the 
schii in of international cognizance.

New Westminster, B.C., April 29.—

The jury were 
only half an hour out when they found 
a verdict of guilty of adult ry. .Mr. 
Justice Drake then ordered the divorce 
with costs against the co-respondent 
Hill.

Lord Randolph Churchill Introduces 
IJlll to Compel Clubs to Pay 
Llcensft Fees. 



London, April 2!).— In the Commons 
this evening, the Right Hon. D. R. 
Plunkett, Conservative member for 
Dublin University, spoke in support of 
the Land Purchase bill. 

J. Shaw Lefevre, Gladstonian, 
said he did not recognize Plunkett as a 
representative of the Irish landlords. 
He said he had not spoken one word in 
favor of the bill. Many of them be- 
lieved the measure to mean their extinc- 
tion. 

The debate was adjourned on motion 
of Balfour. 

Lord Randolph Churchill introduced 
a bill to consolidate and amend the 
licensing laws. He proposed to entrust 
the granting of public - house 
licenses to municipal county coun- 
cils, to abolish beer houses, and 
to compel clubs to register and 
pay a fee varying from £.'10 annually 
for workidgmen's clubs, to £2,000 for 
aristocrats. He recognized the impossi- 
bility of passing the bill now, but de- 
sired that it bhould pass its second 
reading and be referred to committee. 

Sir VYm. Harcourt promised that the 
bill should receive tho united Liberal 
support. 

Charles T. Rit.diie, president of the 
local government board, expressed the 
hope that t'ut p oposals that the govern- 
ment intended to introduce this week, 
would be met as cordially as those of 
Lord Randolph Churchill had been. He 
promised that the government would 
favorably consider the bill and it was 
read a lirst time.

The labor question is, without doubt, 
tho moat Important as it is the* most 
difficult problem of tho day. How is 
the laborer to get a fair share of the 
fruits of his toil, and what is u fail- 
share ? are questions to which many and 
diverse answers are given. There are 
many in different parts of the world 
who are honestly endeavoring to find 
some equitable and pract icable means by 
which the claims of capital and labor 
can lie adjusted, hut their labors haw , 
so far, not been followed by results thai 
can be truthfully said to be very en- 
couraging. The antagonism between 
capital and labor has, us tho years 
roll on, become more marked, ami in 
some places the relations between them 
are anything but friendly, and the pros- 
pect of their coining to a better under- 
standing is the reverse of hopeful. 
Whose fault this is it is difficult to say. 
Capital says it is owing to the unrea- 
sonableness of Labor, and Labor says it 
in caused by the arrogance of Capital. 
Some there are who say that neither 
Capital nor Labor are to blame, that the 
present condition of the industrial world 
is owing to changes and developments 
for which no particular class is respon- 
sible. The world, t hoy say, is 
in a transition state. Old things 
and conditions are passing away, and 
new xmditious are in process of forma- 
tion. Agitation und unrest, they con- 
tend, aro inseparable from such a state. 
What the end which is being shaped 
will be, some think they see, but no one 
appears to know. 

Among the many corn which have 
boen prescribed for the evils of tho times 
co-operation is looked upon by many as 
tho most hopeful. The time when 
workers shall combine to work for them- 
selves, when tho worker and the capital- 
ist shall be one anil the same person, 
when those who labor shall enjoy tho 
whole fruits of their labor, when they 
will not be required to share their pro- 
fits with any one, then, and not till 
then, the theorists maintain, will the 
toiler receive what is justly his du*. Or, 
in the words of one of the most cele- 
brated of the Biitish political econo- 
mists, J. ,S. IS I i 1 1 : 

" The form of association which, if 
mankind continue to improve, must be 
expected in the end to predominate, is 
not that which can exist between a 
capitalist as chief, and. work-people with- 
out a voice in the management, but the 
association of the laborers themselves 
on terms of equality, collectively own- 
ing the capital with which they carry 
on their operations, and working under 
managers elected and removable by 
themselves." 

This sounds well, but is it practicable ? 
Tho experiment of touperation has 
been tried in Oreat Britain and in other 
countries. It has been of two kinds, 
distributive and productive. Distribu- 
tive co-operation has met with a fan- 
measure of success, but productive co- 
operation has not, for various reasons, 
dono so well. In the Contemporary 
Review for April Mr. David F. Schloss 
gives a sketch of tho history of Indus 
r trial Co-operation. He says: — 

" Excluding all ' bastard' associations 
and treating as co-operative only tiiose 
recognized as such by the co-operatots 
themselves, we liud that there are in 
the United Kingdom more than 1,500 
'genuine' co-operative societies, whose 
members belonging (with few excep- 
tions) to the working classes, number 
upwards of 1,000,000, and who possess 
between them in share and loan oapital 
fully £21,000,000" ($105,000,000). 

It might be supposed that an experi- 
ment on this scale would in a few years 
prove to a demonstration the efficiency 
I or the inefficiency of co-operation as a 
cure for the labor problem. Hut it has 
not done so. In the first place tho co- 
operative concerns have not buon in the 
full senseof the word co-operative. Many 
of them employ work-people, but they 
treat them exactly as other employers 
do. The "hands" do not share the pro- 
fits. This W reserved for the sharehold- 
ers, and in some so-called co-operative 
establishments there is a regulation 
strictly enforced that dorks and other 
employes cannot be shareholders. In Old 
ham, where there are ninety 
mills worked on tho co-operative prin- 
ciple and where the capital belonging to 



survivors will not permit another 
to take his place so that Gome of these 
concerns' havo dwindled down to small 
and very rich tinns. In Germany and 
Italy the same state of things obtains. 
The shareholders not only decline to 
divide the profits with the work-people, 
but they "object to admitting new 
shareholders aince they desire to escape 
tho necessity of dividing the profits 
among a greater number of persons than 
at present." 

We sec from this how hard it is to 
prevail upon workmen to curry out the 
principle of co-operation in its integrity. 
As soon us the workman owns snares 
and becomes, to a small extent, a cap- 
italist, he imbibes almost unconsciously 
the ideas of capitalists, and insist* upon 
exercising all the legal rights of owner- 
ship. This, from a socialistic point of 
view, may be regarded as degeneration, 
but it must be admitted that it is very 
much in accordance with human nature. 
One of the consequences of the treat- 
ment of their hands by these profess- 
edly co-operative associations, according 
to Mr. Schloss, is that "co-operation is 
regarded by English trades-unionists 
with dislike and distrust, and by tho 
'syndicates ouvriera' in Franco with the 
strongest detestation." 

There are soir '-operative societies 
which appea r . c proauh near to Mr. 
Mills' icier' ill none of them en- 

,'igod in p ....Ling is it shown that the 
workmen receive any very material 
benefit. On this bead Mr. Sell loss says: 
"Omitting societies which made their 
lirst start in the course of 1SS.S, or had 
not at the end of the year yot com- 
menced operations, we tind thai out of 
the whole number of 51 societies, all 
professing to give to their workmen, ill 
addition to their wages, an equitable 
share in their net gains, 17 only are 
stated to have actually paid to their em- 
ployes anything whatever beyond thcil 
wages; tho total sum distributed as bon- 
uses by these 17 societies amounting to 
£2,482. W hen we enquire what was 
the ratio which the bonus received by 
these excepti, nally fortunate co-opera- 
tive employee > bore to their ordinary 
wages, our statist ics show us that, tak- 
ing an average of 10 out of these 17 
s icieties — in regard to one society the 
Return is silent on this point -the addi- 
tion made to tho normal earnings of tile 
work-people by means of the dividend on 
Labor was a little less than 5 per cunt." 

This is not very encouraging, certain- 
ly; and when we timl that not more 
than 50 por cent, of the distributive, 
or than '25 per cent, of the productive 
associations have attained success, it can 
hardly be said that co-operation pro- 
mises to be the solution of the labor pro- 
blem, particularly as most of these suc- 
cessful associations luve not been in a 
strict sense co-operative.

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AN INDIGNANT COLONY. 

It requires only u glance at a New 
foundland newspaper to see how pro 
foundly that colony is agitated over the 
French shore grievance. The discus 
sion of that question tills their columns 
to tho exclusion of almost everythiu, 
else. There are reports of public meet 
ings held to protest against it; there 
are speeches in the Legislature com 
plaining of the treat 1. lent which the 
colony is receiving at the hands of the 
Mother Country; there are communica- 
tions, evidently written by men of 
education and intelligence, setting forth 
the injury that is being done U> New- 
foundland by the modus viveudi with 
France; there are patriotic poems be- 
wailing the fate of the country, and 
there are able editorials, which prove 
that there are good grounds for the 
agitation with which Newfoundland, 
from one end to the other, is disturbed. 
An account of one meeting, which was 
held in Hurbor G race, will give th 
reader a good idea of the feeling with 
which the Newfoundlanders of all 
classes, all professions and all cree 
regard the concessions that have been 
made to France by the Mother Country 

The meeting was presided over by the 
Sheriff. On the platform were: Dr. 
Macdonald, tho Bishop of Harbo 
Grace; the Kev. John M. Noel, Recto 
of St. Paul's; the Rev. T. W. James 
Methodist Minister; the Rev. M. < ; 
Henry, Presbyterian Minister; the Rev. 
J. March, of the Cathedral; the Rev. J 
V. Donnelly, P. 1'., liny-do- Verde, am 
the Rev. ,1. White, Episcopal Minister, 
of Heart's Content. The Bishop took a 
leading part in tho* proceedings with tiie 
enthusiastic approbation of the meeting. 
The following resolution was proposed 
and carried without a single dissentient 
voice: 

" Whereas this meeting has bean 
with feelings of profound indignatioi 
and apprehension that an arrangement 



imntly repudiate tho assertion that 'the 
arrangement was a temporary one, and 
affected no principle.' " 

It is greatly to be regretted that the 
loyal inhabitants of this old colony 
should feel that they do not receive the 
protection from the Mother country to 
which British subjects in all parts of 
the Empire are entitled. They may ex- 
aggerate their grievance, and it is most 
likely that they do not make sufficient 
allowance for tho difficulties by which 
the Imperial Government is beset, but 
it is more than probable that if tho in- 
habitants of any other colony were 
placed in tho same circumstances and 
received the samo treatment, would be 
equally indignant and equally loud in 
their complaints. 

AN UNPREJUDICED OPINION. 

The Truth, of Westminster, is evi- 
dently not of the samo opinion as the 
Columbian with regard to tho way in 
which the members of the delegation 
from the Mainland Association acquitted 
themselves when they were in confer- 
ence with tho members of the Govern- 
ment in Victoria. Truth very properly 
says that the delegates were silent when 
they were asked to unfold a plan of re- 
distribution which would overcome tho 
injustice which they were complaining 
of " Their plea that they did not con- 
sider themselves in the position of dic- 
tating to the government " was a mere 
excuse to draw attention away from 
their inability to suggest a better way 
of getting over the difficulty than the 
one devised by the Government. The 
inability of the deputation to meet the 
arguments of the Leader of the Govern- 
ment must be apparent to every one 
V ho reads the report of the 
Conference, and was still more 
conspicuous to those who saw 
and heard the speakers. It was 
very evident that the Westminster gen- 
tlemen bad never looked ut the ques- 
tion from any but a local point of view, 
and they clearly were unable to 
realize that it was the duty of the Pre- 
mier of the province to regard it from a 
higher standpoint, and to consider how 
not one pai l, but all parts of the pro- 
vince, would be affected by his 
redistribution measure. Not hav- 
ing considered tho question in 
all its aspects the delegates were not in 
a position to discuss it with tho Pre- 
mier, who had studied it long and 
carefully, with the view of doing the 
greatest good to the greatest number. 
Willi regard to the claims, real and im- 
aginary, of their own district, the 
delegates were eloquent, but when they 
were required to show how the rest of 
the province was to be dealt with if they 
obtained all they demanded they had 
nothing better to say than that they 
were not bound to put themselves in the 
position of dictating to the Government. 
But it was to dictate to the Government 
that they came to Victoria, We are 
not surprised that The Truth considers 
that they should have been better pre- 
pared. Sectional feeling has not 
blinded The Truth as it has the Colum- 
bian.

LIFE LNSUKANCE IN CANADA. 

According to tho advance report of 
(lie Dominion Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, there has been a steady increase 
in life insurance business in Canada the 
past ten years, particularly since 1885, 
owing to the reduced cost and the multi- 
plying of attractive plans. The total 
amount in force in the "old line" com- 
panies at the end of 1SS0 was S-J31,U4U,- 
■■>7I>, against Sb">0,(M)0,000 five years ago, 
and 591,272,000 in 1SS0. The amount 
of insurance effected last year was $44,- 
564,237^ or nearly one-halt of the total 
amount in force ten years ago. More 
than 50 per cent, of the whole business 
is done by Canadian companies. This 
amounts to §125,125,602; by British 
companies, $,'10,471,180, and by United 
Slates companies, $76,349,392. Since 
L875 the business of Canadian companies 
increased $103,168,000; of British, $11,- 
000,000, an 1 of Cnitcd States, $32,753,- 
01)0. Of the sixteen British companies 
in the Dominion, six have ceuaud to take 
new business, and of the fourteen 
American companions four have retired. 

The total premiums paid in 1HS9 
were 88,227,530 against £(3,561,848 the 
previous year. Canadian companies re- 
ceived S4, 460,58!!, British §081,538, and 
American $2,785,403. The total num- 
ber of policies issued iu 18S9 was 4S,- 
516, of which 23,431 were by Canadian 
companies, as against 36,617 policies 
issued the previous year. The net 
amount of insurance in force increased 
$20,184,087 during last year. The 
amount of policies become claims is 
$2,942,200, an increase of §501,145 dur- 
ing the year. In the case of Canadian 
companies, the amount terminated by 
death, maturity and 
$1,966,000, while the : 
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.bile $44,000,000 
issued last year,

die net amount in force was increased 
only $20,000,000, because by death and 
expiry $3,800,000 was terminated, and 
by surrender and lapse nearly 50 per 
cent, of tho new policies disappears,!. 

The lire companies did a fair business 
last year. The aggregate risks were 
$666,695,602 and the cash received for 
premiums $5,587,690, as compared with 
risks of §650,735,059 in 1888 and cosh 
premiums of $5,437,263. In 1875 the 
aggregate risks wire §365,421 ,000 and 
tho premiums therein $3,591,764. Out 
of risks of $666,095,662 written in 1889 
British companies carried $450,952,616, 
Canadian §158,467,861, and American 
$57,275,186.

EXILED TO THIO ARCTIC ZONE. 

Stopniak, in the ••New Review." 
Siberia, the land of the exiles, is a 
vast country witli many climates, many 

.'.oils and many low. s, which are all 
places of punishment for those whom 
the Master of all the Russians and the 
(Ommnnder of millions of soldiers 
- deems dangerous rohiB power. George 
Kcnmui has described to the indignant 
world our exile Bystem as a wi ole. 1 
will no retrace ins steps in speaking 
of that national calamity of ours. My 
object is ti, say a fejai words about the 
exile into the far -North not visited by 
Kennaii, where the exiles have to un- 
dergo not merely complete intellectual 
isolation. Km a series of most cruel 
physical and matel ial siiU'eriugs, which 
make that form of arbitrary punish- 
ment just as heavy as, if not, heavier 
than, i lie hard labor in the mines. 
Let me tell the reader the Btory of one 
of the early settlers in that inhos- 
pitable region, a certain Zalessky, a 
land surveyor in the province of 
Kursk. In 1S77 he was arrested on 

I In- charge Ol having distributed a few 
Socialist pamphlets, and exiled with- 
out tr alto Vorko-VTansk, a village in 
latitude 57 d, g. .'limn., numbering 
290 inhabitants, wretchedly poor ami 
completi ly aavage. In that awful 
place, where he was at I hat time the 
ynly educated man,Zale8sky remained 
for full eight years without a book, 

vithout a newspaper, without a letter, 
sell ring from I lie tei i ible Arc! ic cold, 
from hunger and want. [f was not 
the uruely of the gendarmes which in- 
flicted so diiv a punishment for so 
trilling an offence ; we will not bring 
against our enemies any unwarranted 
charge. Zalessky was simply forgotten 
by them. W in n, by mere accident, 
JUS i xistenco was discovered, an ordei 
was sent to Siberia to bring him hack 
to his native country. As be had no 
mom ) " make thojouruey at his own 
expense, he had to travel right across 
Siberia on foot, under escort, with a 
batch of vagabonds sent to their native 
villagi h in European Russia. 

It took him a year to come to the 
Moscow central prison, which he 

reached in 1886; there he was met bj 

a number of politicnl exiles on their 
way to Siberia. One of them, who 

escaped afterwards, told me that tin 
appearance of Zalessky was that of a 
man who had :-|» J nt tWOnty years ill a 

gloomy du goon. Though under 
forty,' he looked like an old decrepit 
mail, with bent and shattered body, 

blinking, ulmodt sightless eyes, and 

toothless moul h, It is not only i lie

iniserv and isolation, Whenevoi an 

ex le is BOIll to a new plvco, w in n- lie 
is quite alone, his fate is always ex- 
tremely hard. Here is another ex- 
ample of more recent dale. In 1884 
Jordan, a a udent of the Kharkolf 
VetoMnary Schools, was arrested for 
having tak< n part in the print ing of 
the pamphlets of the peaceful Social- 
ists — those wdio were against political 
terrorism. After a year id' imprison- 
ment, namely in. 1886, he was exiled 
without tnal to Verku-Lensk (not 
Ve ko-Vansk), a town in Southern 
Siberia. On reaching this plaoe he 
wrote lo his friends at Kharkoff, ask- 
ing them lo send him at his own ad- 
dress

When the number of exiles increa- 
ses they mutually help each other 
morally and materially so as to make 
life more tolerable oven in such places 
cursed hy nature as Verko-Yansk, 
Sredne-Kolyinsk, and Vilusk. Still, 
the sufferings and privations to which 
they are subjected are extremely 
severe. Theau are noil-inhabitable 
places, for Europeans at all events. 
Nova Zambia, which is visited by men 
only during the summer months, has 
a much milder climate than the Arctic 
region of Siberia. In the former the 
average temperature for a year is 13 
deg. F.,with 7 deg. below zero for the 
three winter mouths, whilst fn Verko- 
Yansk tho average both for the winter 
and autumn months ia 'M deg. F. be- 
low zero, tho average temperature for 
the three months of eternal night, 
December, January and February, 
sinking to 53 dcg.F. below zero, which 
is full 13 deg. below the freezing 
point of mercury. As to tho average 
temperature for the year it is only 1 
deg. F. ibove zero, tho lowest temper- 
ature that has been observed at any 
point of tho northern hemisphere. 
During tho short summer the temper- 
ature rises, rapidly reaching 5(i deg. 
V. But w ith the warm season como 
the mosquitoes, which are a plague of 
these regions nioro difficult to endure 
than cold. "I never would have be- 
lieved," savs the correspondent of the 
Russky Vedomosty (Moscow), who 
has been exiled to these parts, " that 
the insects could appear in such 
swarms. They literally darkened the 
light, filling the air with an incessant 
noise, covering, as with a black man- 
ble.our horses, whoso flanks were soon 
bleeding all over. Maddened with 
pain, the horses kicked and roared, 
but seeing that all was unavailing, they 
drooped their heads and submitted to 
the inevitable. In vain we tried to 
protect ourselves with veils, travel- 
ling,untwithstandiug tho hot weather, 
in winter gloves and overcoats. The 
mosquitoes penetrated through the 
sleeves under the shirts, Btinging 
the breast and the body, which ached 
as if burned with tire. On ai riving at 
the huts of the Yakuts wo kindled a 
great tire which made such a smoke 
that it pricked the eyes and choked 
the breath, though we lay stretched 
on the earthen floor. The mosquitoes 
disappeared, but as soon as the smoke 
dispersed a little, new swarms penetra- 
ted inU> the hut, covering all of us 
thickly." 

It is hardly necessary to say that 
there is nothing in a place like that 
to satisfy the intellectual cravings of a | 
civilised man. These are also to be 
"given up" as a matter of course. 
Suffice it to say that the letters from 
Russia take six months to reach 
Sredno-Kolym.sk. Thus the letter's 
received and the papers — supposing 
the exiles have money to spare foi 
subscribing to any — are always six 
mouths "Id, and tho post comes only 
three times a year.

Mr. Rider Haggard, the novelist,

A movement of considerable prac- 
tical importance for tho settlement of 
trade and labor disputes has been set 
on foot hy the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce. Its inauguration took 
t he foi m of a resolution moved in that 
Imdy hy Mr. ,1. Lohl', M. 1'., and 
seconded Icy .Mr. Rolton, of the Lon- 
don chamber, to tho intent that im- 
mediate efforts should he made by the 
various chambers throughout the 
United Kingdom for the providing of 
hoards of arbitration and conciliation, 
so selected and constituted as to com- 
mand the confidences of tho employers 
and employed, to which all disputes 
should he voluntarily referred for ad- 
justment. The executive council of 
the Associated Chambers is taking 
steps to give effect to the resolution, 
the results of which are expected to 
be generally satisfactory. 

The Newfoundland tariff lias been 
read justed and largely increased, the 
principal changes being as follows : —

cents; hock, 81; port and Madeira,

fresh meat and poultry, per pound, 
1J, cents; hay, leather, nails, etc., L'O 
per cent.; all other goods an increase 
of live per cent, over previous tariff.

They Help In ToU tho Story That E.od to 
the American Revolution. 

There have lately como into tho pos- 
session of iho National museum two 
articles which arc of (jrcat interest to 
every American, and of particular 
value to every student of American 
history. These are nothing more nor 
loss than two of the original stamps 
engraved in England for uso in the 
American colonies in accordance with 
the provisions of the starm) act of 
February, 1705. -This was the act. which 
caused such an uproar among tho col- 
ouics, and was one of the main causes 
of all the trouble immediately preced- 
ing and leading up to tho Revolution; 

It was intended that tho revenue to 
be raised by the stamp act should come 
from the sale of stamped paper and 
stamps vyhicb were required to bo 
placed upon oil papers used in com- 
mercial transactions, suits at law, pub- 
lications, transfers of real estate, in- 
heritances and marriage licenses. 

Thus a tax was placed upon tho colo- 
nies without their consent, and the 
money derived from this tax was to be 
used for the support of a standing 
army, which in turn was expected to 
enforce the payment of tho tax. Ap- 
parently no Englishman dreamed of 
any rosistonco to the act, and it is said 
that Gronville, the minister under 
whom tho act was passed, afterwards 
made the statement that lie would have 
staked his life on the obedience of the 
colonies to (he measure. Ofcour.se, 
however, there was a decided resist- 
ance, as every American knows, which 
led to the repeal of the act in March, 
1700, under i he Rockingham minis- 
try. 

The -stamps themselves wero hand- 
somely engraved, and ran in value 
from a half penny up to several 
pounds. The two slumps now in the 
museum are of the value of a half- 
penny and a penny. They are uncan- 
celled and are two of eight which were 
presei ved by the heirs of Hon. Wel- 
boro Ellis, who was commissioner of 
internal revonue forGreat Britain in 
the year 1705. After his death they 
came into the possession of his son, 
Wolbore ISllis, jr., who was a partner 
in tho famous banking house of Walk- 
er, Multby, Everett & Ellis, which 
failed in the great financial panic of 
lbl'7. 

These t wo stamps remained in the 
Ellis family up to a few years ago, 
whi n they were given to Mr. E. J. 
Walker, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, by his 
grandfather, the senior member of the 
above mentioned hanking; linn, who 
was interested in antiques and curi- 
osities. A short time ago the two 
stamps were given by .Mr. E. J. Walk- 
er to Mr. John A. Brill of Philadel- 
phia. Very soon after thestumps came 
into his possession, Mr. Brill received 
an offer of £10 from an English col- 
lector for the two, hut declined it at 
once, whereupon the Englishman 
cabled him an offer several times as 
large, which was also declined. Mr. 
Brill came to the conclusion that if 
the stamps were of that much value 
to an Englishman, thej would be of 
much more value to an American mu- 
seum of historical relics, and ho 
promptly presented them to the Na- 
tional museum here, where they will 
bo appreciated and properly preserved. 
They will be installed in a handsome 
frame, which will have pictures and 
proper legends that will help totell 
the story of the causes that led to the 
American Revolution. — Washington 
Star.

Poor Rich Polks, 

A student, of society in a city liko this, if 
he circulates arqotig all classes nnd wan- 
ders up and down all the thoroughfares, 
will bp impressed wit h I wo special features 
of its life, writes the Chicago Journal side- 
walk stroller, namely, the gn at, number of 
its rich poor folks anil tin. -great number of 
its poor rich folks.

One of tho Most Serious Catastrophes of 
the Civil Win-.

reached, the mourner ret races his stops and 
pulls from each young mini's arm the blood- 
stained willow twig, throwing it on the 
ground. Borne relatives prepare a horso, 
the gift, being an additional acknowledg- 
ment of the honor shown t he dead, which 
is often returned to the donors after the 
funeral is over. Thcyoung men, after be- 
ing relieved of then- willows, return to 

their starting point, where they dress and 
disband. This custom was last observed 
about live years ago. 

The iiu rial tale s place on the third or 
fourth day after deuth. The intervening 
period is a busy time for those having the 

funeral iirraiigeiiients in charge. Omuls nre 
collected from the ki ml red , to be given to 
tho poor at tho t line of tho interment The 

erace. never more tl four feel deep; is 

dug by a poor mini, who is paid for his labor. 
The body is borne upon a stretcher made by 

binding two cross-sticks on two poles ten or 
twelve feet long; tent-polos aro sometimes 

used for this purpose. The bed of the 
stretcher is woven of willow wands, on 
which a robo Is spread , the hairy s iih I upper- 
most, and pillows are us^d to keep the sit- 
ting corpse in position, the feet being cov- 
ered with robes or blankets.

Description of a Court Ball ut. the Wluter 
l'ala. o in Sit. Petersburg. 
The Vieointo Eugene Meloholr do Voguo, 
describing Russian high life in Harper's 
Magazine, writes among other things: In 
tho morning, the sergeants of tho imperial 
household have gono through tho town 
with their lists to the houses of the elect, 
who have been convoked for that evening. 
An invitation to tho court is an order given 
on the very day of tho feto. According to 
received etiquette, it liberates from all an- 
terior engagements with private persons; 
itliberat.es oven from duties toward the 
dead, for mourning does not dispense one 
from the obligation to appear ut a court 
ceremony, anil it must bo laid aside .when 
ono enters the palace. A woman is not al- 
lowed to present herself in black before the 
sovereign, unless sho Is wearing mourning 
for one of the sovereign's relatives. Dinner 
lias been taken hastily, for tho ball opens 
at nine o'clock, and you must bo there well 
before the hour in the salons, where you 
wait for tho arrival of the Emperor. Hun- 
dreds of carriages fall in lino and deposit at 
tho different entrances of the Winter Pal- 
ace shapeless bundles of furs, and then ro- 
turn to take their position on the square. 
The coachmen, who pass a part of the night 

standing in the snow, gather around largo 
11 res lighted in grates, which aro placed 
there for these occasions. It is iv pictur- 
esque bivouac. They look like elf s assembled 
in the darkness on tins liehl of ieo to guard 
the enchanted palace where a magician is 
calling up tlio sweetest visions in a mirage 
of spring. 

The doors close behind tho bundles of fur 
and immediately after they have entered 
tho vestibule they are metamorphosed by a 
touch of the magician's wand. The fairy 
spectacle begins. The heavy cloaks fall 
from bare shoulders, and beautiful butter- 
flies issue from these chrysalides in the 
midst of flic rare dowers that cover the 
marble steps, and in the mild June atmoa 
phere. A cortege reminding one of the 
Arabian Nights mounts the stair-cases; 
trains of lace sweep over the porphyry 
steps; diamonds and gems shine in the 
glow of the lusters; there is a brilliant ar- 
ray of many-colored uniforms; sabers and 
spurs clank over the tloors. Tho guests 
defile between pickets of Chevalier Guards, 
chosen from amongst the handsomest men 
in the regiment — giants in armor, who 
stand as motionless as statues. The com- 
pany assembles in the White Room, In tiie 
Salle do Trone. 

Hero in tho front rank are considerable 
personages, the old "portrait ladies," so 
called because they wear in their corsage in 
a frame of brilliants a miniature of the Em- 
press; severe guardians of ancient eti- 
quette, living chronicles of tho court, they 
teach the traditions to the swarm of young 
women over whom they keep watch, name- 
ly, the maids of honor, who may bo recog- 
nized by the monogram in diamonds of the 
reigning Empress, which they wear buckled 
with a knot of bluo ribbon on the left shoul- 
der. The celebrated beauties of Petersburg 
are all there. They cross the room with a 
picturesque indolenoy and pliancy in their 
walk and bearing. There is something 
languid in their manner, as though their 
looks and words were absently following 
a long dream that leads them to the ex- 
treme limits of their Interminable father- 
land. Amongst the men who press around 
them we remark first Of all some aged peo- 
ple and high dignitaries, old servitors who 
have grown white in the service of the 
court ever nince tho reign of Nicholas; 
aids-de-cainp of his Majesty. Ministers, Am- 
bassadors and Chamberlains with tho 

.Idea key on their backs; and all these 
worthy bosoms are bedecked with grand 
cordons mid constellated with decorations 
which do not leave a square inch of sur- 
face free on their breasts. Then come tho 
young oftloers, most of them belong to tho 
two crack regiments of the Chevalier 
Guards and the Horse Guards, They carry 
in their hands a heavy helmet surmounted 
with a silver eagle with open wings. Hero 

Grodno Hussars in green, Cossacks draped 
in their long tunics belted with cartridge 
cases in niello silver. The Hussars of the 
Guard look peculiarly elegant in their short 
white dolmans embroidered with gold and 
bordered with sable fur, which hung loose- 
ly over t heir shoulders, in this crowd the 
pages of tho Empress moved about dis- 
creetly, and Unally the servitors of tho 
palace, the runners, with their hats with 
long plumes of tho time of Catharine, 
and negroes dressed iu rich Oriental cos- 
tume. Tho gloomy note ol tho black 
dress-coat Is banished from this brilliant 
symphony of color. One single swal low- 
tail may bo seen— that of the honorable 
Minister of the United States. 

Nino o'clock. The doors of the private 
apartments of the Winter Palace open. Im- 
mediately there is a deadly silence. A voice 
announces) "The Emperor." The Tsar 
advances, followed by all the members of 
his family, each one in I he rank assigned 
to him by Ins degree of relationship. If you 
wise to gSmprohond at a glance the social 

secret o f t his empire, t urn your back to the 
door through which the sovereign enters 
and look at this entrance by reflection — if 1 
may so express myself— on the faces of 
those present. At the same moment 
all those physiognomies put on, as it were, 
the same uniform, the same solemn expres- 
sion, at once grave and smiling. The whole 
vital force of these men and women is con- 
centrated in their oyes, which seek those of 
the muster. Wo lnivo nevor contemplated 
this spectacle without, having been re- 
minded of the first appearance of the rays 
of the sun on tho crests of mountains at tiio 
instant when it rises. You have no need 
to look behind you to know that the sun lias 
risen; you are informed of it by this quiver- 
ing light on tho opposite summits, in tho 
same way, when you-nre a little accustomed 
to the court, you have only to look at tho 
faces of tho courtiers to bo ublo to see, 
without possibility of mistake, t hat the Em- 
peror is about to come, that the Emperor is 
coming, or that the Emperor has come. 
And his coining is iu reality a risingof tho 
sun which brings favor and dispenses life 
to all these persons. 

The lirst bars of tho polonaise Immediate- 
ly re-echo through the rooms, it is not a 
dance, but a cadonccd march, the tradi- 
tional promenade which, opens tho ball. 
The Grand Marshal and the Grand M iM ress 
take the head of the procession. Generally 
this venerable couple represent between 
them pretty nearly two complete centuries. 
The Emperor gives his hand to ono of the 
Grand Duchesses, the Empress to one of 
the foreign ambassadors, and other couples 
form in their suite and proceed around the 
room. After this obligatory ceremony the 
sovereign goes to chat with tho diplomatic 
corps or with his grand dignitaries^ and 
the quadrilles anil waltzes begin; but tho 
ball does not become really animated until 
the mazurka, that dashing military and 
jxir excellence national danoo, The cavalier 
murks the rhythm of the music by striking 
the floor with tho heel of his spurred boot;

In local banking circles tho Govern- 
ment's banking bill Ims attracted much 
interest ; its provisions with respect 
to unclaimed deposits being generally 
regarded as uncalled fur and unjust, 
to those who, for reasons of their own, 
have deemed it to be their best pol- 
icy to allow their money to allow the 
money to accumulate ill (lie banks 
•either for themselves or their assigns. 
It, is held that the difficulty 
of getting the deposits back from 
the government might bo very groat, 
and involve needless delay and 
penso, it is also pointed out ilia 
provisions for a fund to guarantee 
circulation would fall the heaviest oil 
the huge banks, being altogether foi 
the benefit of the note holders of the 
smaller institutions which are natu- 
rally supposed to be the most liable 
to collapse. 

The Government's proposals are 
being discussed with considerable 
vigor in the East where the opinion 
has been given utterance to thai it 
these balances are to be escheated 
they should remain in the province in 
-.'which they are created, and another 
provincial rights case appears to be 
looming up. Moreover, while un- 
claimed balances in New York or 
Chicago could not be interfered with, 
the course of the Dominion Govern- 
ment might furnish a pretext to the 
local State legislatures to instigate 
mischievous action against tho Ameri- 
can branches of the Canadian banks. 

The Montreal Gazette understands 
that it is likely the clauses referring 
to unclaimed balances will be dropped 
out of the act. Meantime, the bankers 
complain that they are being legis- 
lated against as a dangerous section of 
the community, ami are treated as 
not worthy of confidence, and instance 
the proposed legislation as outrageous 
and uncalled for. They claim tiiat 
such an act, or the publication of 
these balances is without precedent 
anil is a direct interference between 
themselves and their customers — a 
violation of the secrecy understood to 
be the basis of a banker's transactions. 
They say that there can be no parallel 
between the escheatnients of lands 
and money. Besides, says our con- 
temporary, when the deposits become

A steady demand characterizes the 
hardware trade, which is developing, 
with the .Spring, in a most satisfactory 
manner. Values of iron in Croat 
Britain are advancing, and hero they 
continue very steady. Morse shoes 
are about 25c higher, with a very firm 
market. Barb wire, which is usually 
in good request, has advanced le pur 
pound. There is no change in rope. 
Mining supplies are in augmenting 
demand, while agricultural imple- 
ments begin to bo looked for. Pig 
tin, according to recent advices, has 
improved in the London market, hut 
copper has remained without altera- 
tion. Tin plates have been livelier, 
hut prices havo been irregular. 

Higher prices for moats consequent 
on the augmentation of duties have 
not, diminished the demand in any 
way. Beef and mutton are worth 10c. 
ylSc, according to cut, and it is 
believed that higher prices will yet 
he asked consequent on the depletion 
of tho supply from tho Canadian 
mainland, which will causo most of 
the boef to he imported from Califor- 
nia, as the muttotl already is. 

Referring to the drug trade, it is 
worthy of remark that camphor has 
about d ublod itself within the last 
three months, owing to tho large 
amount of it which is employed in the 
manufacture of smokeless gunpowder. 
A substitute called naphthaline or 
naphthazone is at present largely 
taking its place for some purposes, 
and is obtainable a' a much lower 
price. Opium is steady, and quinine 
is declining. Acetic acid has ad- 
vanced 50 per cent, sinco the change 
in duty. Insect powder and (lowers 
are a good deal lower in the eastern 
markets. General business is good; 
money is coming in fairly well, anil 
there is little or nothing to complain 
of. 

A fair lo good trade continues to 
be done in dry goods, the iieinali.1 
being steady and collections fair. Cot- 
tons are unchanged, and wti liens are 
mostly steady with a slight advance 
in the old country. The prospects of 
trade in the East are in many in- 
stances not over bright, and no higher 
prices are obtainable than last sea- 
son. Underwear and hosiery for the 
fall rule about the same as last year. 
In wool yarns there has been an ad- 
vance of from 7?.!" 10 p.c. Notions 
and small wares continue the same as 
last season. In some lines of silk 
there has been a slight advance. 

Tho general outlook in the textile 
trades throughout Canada is more en- 
couraging. The prospects give hopes 
of u good spring trade, and the chief 
subject of complaint is the slackness 
of payments. Cotton goods are linn, 
and the woolen mills are doing a fair 
amount of business, considering re- 
cent difficulties. Travelers on sort- 
illg-up trips report fair orders. 

Reports from the fur fair at Irbet, 
Russia, show that white fox has de- 
clined about 25 per cent, from last 
yi-ar; Siberian bear and squirrel de- 
clined about .'10 per cent., while 
ermine was firm. Reports from the 
March sales at Leipzig state that 
small supplies of fresh Hudson Bay

NEW BOOKS. 

Syrlin— a novel by Ouida : John 
Lov'ellA Son, Montreal; T. N. Hit/ben 
& Co., Victoria. 

Ouida, in this novel, introduces tho 
readers tu very grand people indeed, 
Syrlin is n story of high life, that is 
high life socially speaking, for the life 
she depicts is very far from being high 
from a moral point of view. Her 
dukes and her lords, her duchesses 
;i i nl her countesses, are very far from 
being models of morality, or oven 
strict observers of tho code of honor. 
The rule in tho world of which wo 
got a glimpse in Syrlin is for every 
man to fall in love with some other 
man's wife, and for nearly all tho 
other men's wives to listen to declara- 
tions of love from men other than 
their husbands as every day affairs 
in whieh there is no kind of harm. 
There is in the whole book but one 
pair who are at all what most people 
are taught to regard as iiinoeent, and 
the authoress leaves tho reader in 
doubt as to their fate. The heroine 
of the story is Wilfreda, Lady Avil- 
lion, the wife of Lord AvUlion. 
This lady is as proud as Lueifor. 
Position is the god whieh 
she worships, and the rules 
of Society with a very big S, are her 
only creed and mural guide. But her 
pride of position and her fear of the 
verdict of society does not prevent 
her falling in love with Syrlin. an 
actor who has genius and good looks ; 
and it is only this man's folly that 
saves her from uttor degradation. As 
far ,*ts the principal characters are con- 
cerned the story ends miserably. Syr- 
lin is n rather hard book to read, for 

il is padded out by endless discussions 
on all sorts of subjects. .Many of 
these discussions are not at all edify- 
ing and tlii' are far : i nil being bril 
liailt. Syrlin seems to have been 
written by an artist who has been ad- 
mitted into the great, world and who 
has become soured and disgusted when 
he Snds that though he lias been ad- 
mitted into tho society of the elite as 
an equal, he is not considered by 
those w ho compose t he elite as any- 
thing like an eqtl il, He is tolerated, 
and even courted because he is tit- 
tractive and amuses, but when there 

is the slightest prospect of any closer 
relationship the covering of foliage 
and (lowers is uplifted, and the am- 
bitious and gifted plebeian is made to 
seethe depth and tho width of the 
great gulf that yawns between his 
elans and the order of which he has 
the presumption to endeavor lo be a 
member. 

According to Syrlin nature has no 
nobili y. Nobles are the creation of 
society, and society must rigidly en- 
force the rules it has made to pre- 
serve the caste from plebeian contam- 
ination. 

The Little Chatelaine, by the Karl 
of Desalt. The National Publishing 
Company, Toronto. T.N. Hibben & 
Co., Victoria. 

This is a pleasantly told story. 
The reader is introduced to 
quite a variety of characters, none of 
thein impossibly good and none atro- 
ciously bad. The interest is well 
kept up. There may be a little im- 
probability in the incidents, here and 
there, but the reader will readily 
overlook this fault in so lively a story. 
There is a Major Dobb'n in it who is 
chivalrously in love with his ward, a 
bright and handsome girl. Ho is too 
honorable and too hopeless to toll bis 
love, ind he sends her out into the 
guy world leading her to conclude 
that he has no more than a mild 

avuncular affection for her. The 
reader will find From the book itself 
the fate of the love of the elderly 
gentleman for a gay and handsome 
young girl who had, dozens of swains 
sighing at her feet. We do not tlnnk 
that he or she will consider the timo 
wasted that is devoted to its perusal. 

Without Love or License, by Baw- 
ley Smart. The National Publishing 
company, Toronto. T. N. Hibben & 
( !o.. Vic oria. 

Mr. Smart's style is lively. He 
seldom moralizes and he is never 
prosy. He pays his readers the com- 
pliment of believing that they can 
lind out the moral of his story for 
themselves without any preaching or 
lecturing on his part. Tho conse- 
quence is that when the reader takes up 
the book he is interested in it at once 
and does not willingly lay it down 
iiuil he has read the last page and 
iiuds out how il all ends. 

The Adventures of a Skeleton. 
A tale of natural gas by Beacher W. 
Waltermiro. .1. A. Ogilvie, New 
York. T. N. II bben & Co.. Victoria. 

Tiie skeleton's adventures are cer- 
tainly singular. He found a new 
world in a very peculiar way. It was 
peopled by a strange race, whose 
ways seem to human beings in this 
upper sphere most extraordinary. 
The skeleton tells his story in a very 
serious style. Whether it is a satire, 
like Colli* era Ttavels or romance, 
written merely to amuse, it is rather 
hard to say. It may, perhaps, bo 
socialistic in its object and ten- 
dency for the social condition of 
the people of the natural gas 
world is described as being 
very different from ours. The narra- 
tive, like Bellamy's Looking Back- 
wards, may be intended to show what, 
society would be like if any great 
change were made in its conditions — 
if men could not become millionaires, 
and if it would l»; impossible to raise 
a boom in real estate. To attempt to 
find out the true significance of the 
story may not be altogether unpro- 
fitable. Many will tiod the Adven- 
tures of a Skeleton entertaining read- 
ing, and many again will condemn il 
as "trash."

A BY-LAW 

To ;iutluiri/.D tliu snlo uf lands within 
the Oiiy (if Victoria, upon which 
taxes have boon duo and ill arrear 
for two years. 



WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT THAT 
all lands or parcels of lands within 
the City ot Victoria upon which taxes havo 
been clue and in arrear for two years shall 
bo Fold and the proceeds applied n the 
reduction of such taxes; 

He it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Aldermen of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria :— 

1. The Collector of the Municipal Council 
of tho City o( Victoria Is hereby authorized 
and directed, whensoever taxes onany land 
have been duo for two years preceding the 
current year, to submit, to the Mayor of the 
City of Victoria a list in duplicate of all t he 
lands liable under tho provisions of this 
By-law lobe sold for taxes!, with theamount 
of arrears against each lot set opposite to 
tho same ; and the Mayor shall authenticate 
such lists by nflixjmr thereto the seal of the 
Corporation and his Hi^nature, and one uf 
BUOh lists shall be deposited with the clerk 
of the Corporation and tho other shall bo 
returned to the Collector with a warrant 
thereto annexed under the hand of the 
Mayor and the seal of the Corporation, 
commanding him to levy upon the land fur 
the arrears due thereon, with his costs. 

2. It sh-ill not be tho duty of tho Collector 
to make Inquiry before effecting a sale of 
lands for taxes to ascertain whether or not 
there la any distress upon the land; nor 
shall he be bound to inquire in'.o or form 
any opinion of the value of the land. 

ii. The Collector shall prepare a copy of 
the list of lands to be sold and shall include 
therein, in a separate column, a statement 
of the proportion of costs chargeable on 
each lot for advertising and for the com- 
missions authorized by this Ily-law lo be 
paid to him, and shall cause such list to he 
published in some daily paper in tho City 
of Victoria for a period of three mom lis 
preceding such intended sale. 

i. The advertisement shall contain a noti- 
fication that unless tho arrears and costs 
are sooner paid he will proceed to sell tho 
lands for the taxes on a day, a time, and at 
a place named in the advertisement. 

5. Tho Collector shall, at least three 
months before the time of sale, also deliver 
to or deposit in tho post olllce to the 
address of iho owner of such property 
which is to be sold for taxes as aforesaid, 
or to the agent of such owner, a notice in 
writing of the amount of taxes due and 
that the property is 1 1 bo sold for arrears 
so due, and in case tho address of the 
owner or agent Is unknown a notice to the 
same ell'eet shall be posted upon tho land 
int ended to bo sold ; and also, at least three 
months before the time of sale, post a notice 
similar to theabove advertisement in some 
eonvenientand public places, that is to say, 
at the Council Chambers, Victoria, and in 
the Post OIllco building, Victoria. 

ti. The day of sale shall bo tho ninetieth 
day after the publication of such list ex- 
clusive of tho day of such publication, ex- 
cept in case tho said ninetieth day shall 
fall on a .Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such sale shall tako place on the following 
day, at tho Council Chambers in the city 
of Victoria, and shall begin at twelve 
o'clock noon. 

7, If at any time appointed for tho sale 
of the lands no bidders appear, the Collector 
may adjourn ibo sale from timo to time. 

8. If tho taxes have not been previously 
collected, or if no one appears to pay the 
same at tho lime and place appointed for 
tho sale, the Collector shall sell at public 
auction so much of the land as may be 
sufllcient to discharge tho taxes and all 
lawful charges incurred in and about tho 
sale and the collection of the taxes, selling 
in preference " 'i part as he may consider 
best, for the owner to sell llrst ; and in 
offering buoTj 'ands for Bale it shall not be 
necessary to describe particularly the por- 
tion of the lot or section which shall be sold, 
but it will bo sufllcient to say that he will 
sell so much of the lot or section as shall be 
necessary to secure tho payment of tho 
taxes due, and the amount of taxes stated 
in tho advertisement shall in all cases be 
prima facie evidence of tho correct amount 
due. 

D. If the Collector fails at such salo to 
sell such land for the full amount of arrears 
of tho taxes due, lie slnll at such salo ad- 
journ the same until a day to be publicly 
named by him, not earlier than one week 
nor later than three mont lis thereafter, of 
which adjourned saie he shall give notice 
by advertisement in oneof the local papers 
in which the original notice was advertised, 
and on such day he shall sell such lands for 
any sum he can realize, and shall accept 
sucli sum us full payment for such arrears 
of taxes. 

10. If the purchaser of any property or 
parcel of land fails immediately to pay to 
the Collector tho amount of the purchase 
money, the Collector shall forthwith again 
put up the property for Bale. 

11. Immediately after every sale, the 
Collector shall return a list of the arrears 
Batisficd by such sale to tho Clerk of the 
Corporation, and shall at the same time 
pay in tho proceeds of such sale to the 
Treasurer of the said Corporation. 

12. Tho Collector, after selling any land 
for taxes, shall give a certificate under his 
hand to the purchaser, stating distinctly 
what pari or portion, as the case may bo, 
of the land, and what interest therein have 
been sold, or stating that tho whole lot, 
section or estate has been so sold, and 
describing the same, and also stating tho 
quantity of land, the sum for whieh it has 
been sold and tho expenses of sale, anil 
further stating that a deed conveying the 
name to tho purchnser or his assigns 
according to tho nature of tho estate or 
interest sold, will be executed by him, and 
the Mayor, on his or their demand at any 
time after the expiration of one year from 
the date of tho certificate, if tho land he 

not previously redeemed. 

13. Tho Collector shall bo entitled to II Vi- 
per centum commission upon the stuns 
oolleclcd by him as aforesaid. 

U, This By-law may bo citod for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Victoria Heal Estate Tax 
Salo By-law, 1880,"

HOiNOBABLB RETIREMENT. 

Mr. C. S. Klnhiison's Resignation Accepted 
by the Government at Ottawa. 

Yesterday the official papers were re- 
ceived at the QastOtn House granting 
tho request from Mr. C Si Pinlaison 
that he be allowed to retire from active 
service at this port. It only needs till 
to-morrow to complete a service of thirty 
years in t im department of II. M. cus- 
toms in Victoria, a period during which 

he deservedly won many friends and not 
a few admirers, lie was ever a model 
public servant, always a gentleman and 
never wanting in courtesy either in the 
discharge of the duties of his ollice or in 

his private life. He is widely connected 

and generally icspeeted, so that he car- 
ries with hilll into retirement the warm- 
est good wishes of many friends Mr. 
Filllaison's early life is not devoid of in- 
cident of a stirring nature. In 1837 he 
took an active part in tho suppression of 
the Mackenzie uprising, through all of 
which ho passed, and of which he is one 
of the few .survivors. He was one of 
the party belonging to Sir Allen Napier 
McNub, who routed the rebels near To- 
ronto in December, 1837, after which 
the latter took refuge on Navy Island. 
The story of the burning of the Caro- 
line in this escapade is well-known, but 
it is of special interest to us when we 
have in our midst one who took an uc- 
tive part in it, and who now forms one 
of the very few living to tell the tale. 

Mr. Finlaison goes into an honorable 
retirement, after his thirty years' ser- 
vice in a public position, and he carries 
with him warm assurances of public 
esteem.
